teurized. To this argument. Dr.

"Tlii' Msnawa" is to be retired 
after approrimately 50 years of 
faithful service to the Universitv. 
Variously known as "Oscar." "Bis- 
marck." and "Bones." "The Irish- 
man" has been standing on his own 
two very bare feet these many years, 
subjecting himself to the stares and 
caresses of thousands of curious 
students He is the skeleton in the 
closet of the anatomy and physiol- 
ogy department. 

La-st week "The Irishman' was 
found bv a bereaved student on thf 
floor ot a room in the Biological 
Sciences building, an osteological 
wreck He had fallen from his in- 
adequate pedestal, broken all his 
facial bones, and suffered a double 
fracture of a rib. 

"He was the typical picture of 
what would happ.'n if one bailed 
out of a:> airplane and the para- 
chute i.ii'ed to open." said Professor 
R. S A lrn head of the depart- 
ment, with a mournful shake of his 
head. 

While anrious friends grieved. Dr 
Ch&rles E. Snow, acting head of the 
anthropology and archaeology de- 
partment, performed a series of op- 
erations As a result "The Irish- 
man is once again in fine fettle. 

As a protective measure against 
future accidents, it has been decid- 
ed to enthrone "The Irishman" In 
a glass case "He is still going to 
adorn the department." Professor 
Allen explains, "but merely as a 
ruler of skeletons " 

"The Irishman" has figured in 
both curricular and extra-curricular 
activities in the last half century. 
In the days 0 f Dr J W Pryor. 
founder of the anatomy and phys- 
iology department, he was often 
loaned out to fraternities and so- 
rorities for use in initiation rites. 
The practice had to be discontinued 
because his articular surfaces ijoints 
to you' became worn. "He was get- 
ting too old to go out much, anv- 
way. Professor Allen comments. 

For some unexplained reason "The 
Irishman" has always inspired the 
humorous in students He holds the 
for having worn more military 
coats anci bate, and sam brown belts 
than anyone at he University On 
cold mornings he wah often seen 
wearing an overcoat, muffler, and 
gloves, benignly holding an unlit 
pipe in his mouth No one has as 
yet explained the traces of lipstick 
on his skull 

Before he came to the University. 
"The Irishman" was a middle-aged 
white man living in Europe. He is 
unusual in that he has two frontal 
bones instead of the ordinary one. 
and has live cusp structures on his 
upper molar rather than the usual 
four. 

Badly stained and worn teeth 
yield the information that "The 
Irishman' smoked a pi|)e constant- 
ly. Or Pryor believes that he must 
have been a laborer because of his 
pipe-smoking habit 

Prof Allen dubbed the skeletem 
"The Irishman " "I call him that " 
he explains, •because I'm Irish my- 
self and so no one can take of-
